Cambrid ge Cltv , Ind .. Ap ril 7 .—Mrs. 
Frank Allison, aged thirty -eight, wife 
of Frank Allison, tenant on a farm 
one and a half miles sou th of Cam­ 
brid ge City , was mu rd erer by an u n­ 
id entified man, who then set fire to the 
hou se in an effort to conceal his crime. 
Mrs. Allison was home alone when 
she was stru ck ov er the head with a 
blu nt instru ment. 
Her hu sband and a 
farm emp loy e were at work in a field 
a half-mile from the farmhou se and 
the woman's two small sons were at 
school when 
the traged y occu rred . 
While footp rints lead ing toward the 
road in front of the hou se bear ev i­ 
d ence that the woman's assailant ran 
toward this city after committing the 
crime, none has been fou nd who saw 
any one near the Allison home either 
d irectly before or after flames were 
seen issu ing from the one-story frame 
hou se. 
A p arty of y ou ng p eop le in an au to­ 
mobile in the ou tskirts of this city 
were the first to d iscov er the Allison 
hou se on fire, anff they hu rried to the 
farm, reaching there a moment before 
the woman's hu rband and his farm 
emp loje reached the p lace. The hou se 
was in flames, and when Allison, u n­ 
mind fu l of his own d anger, started t.o 
ru sh into the liv ing-room of his home 
In the hop e of sav ing some of his 
hou sehold 
fu rnishings, he stu mbled 
ov er the d ead bod y of his wife in the 
d oorway . 
With the assistance of other men 
he carried the bod y to a p lace of safe­ 
ty , where it was fou nd the woman’s 
sku ll had been cru shed in and that she 
had been otherwise wou nd ed . 
By this 
time the flames had gained su ch head ­ 
way that the men fou nd it imp ossible 
to sav e the hou se. 
Hu nd red s of p eop le, attracted by 
the flames and the clanging of the 
farm hell, soon reached the scene and 
while many assisted in sav ing the barn 
and nearby ou tbu ild ings from being 
d estroy ed by fire, others formed a 
searching p arty in the hop e of cap tu r 
ing the woman’s assailant. 
The sheriff's office at Richmond was 
notified 
hu rried ly and

and 
blood hou nd s hu rried to the scene in a 
tou ring car. 
While the motiv e of the 
mu rd erer is thou ght to hav e been rob­

came in touch with civilization after 
em erging from the peaceful security 
of the African jungle. 
Leaving Egypt 
with the N ationalists stirred to the 
danger point by his well-meant exhor­ 
tations. he no sooner set foot in Na­ 
ples than trouble 
began 
150 miles 
away in Rome. 
Since Sunday night, when his first 
act on reaching his hotel was to an­ 
nounce his rupture with the Vatican, 
that trouble has been steadily grow­ 
ing. 
W hile its innocent cause yester­ 
day took a short respite from his 
strenuous holiday in the shape of a 
little 
sightseeing, 
which 
was 
un­ 
m arred save by a shudder at the sight 
of the Vatican 
gardens, the storm 
seethed and surged all over Rome 
There were suppressed rumblings at 
the Vatican, slight quakes disturbed 
the calm in the neighborhood of the 
American college, a cloud hung over 
the embassy, the reception today in 
honor of Roosevelt has been aban­ 
doned in alarm, and a perfect tornado 
raged in the M ethodist center. 
The walls of Rome w ere po sted with 
the following bill: 
“Papal 
in to leran ce 
has found a w orthy response in the 
P rotestant 
conscience 
of 
Theodore 
Roosevelt, who rejected the conditions 
imposed as to a reception at the Vati­ 
can. 
A solemn w arning to those who 
cherish the delusion that the spirit of 
the papacy has changed.” 
Roosevelt’s anger with the M ethod­ 
ists after seeing Rev. Mr. T ipple’s 
com m unication was g re ater perhaps 
than with tlie Vatican. 
This appear: 
not only in his pronouncem ent as ca­ 
bled, but was visible in his expression, 
audible in his voice, and expressed in 
his action when he at once cancelled 
the reception at the embassy, which, 
it was thought, was to be general for 
Am ericans in Rome, but was really in­ 
tended to be especially for the m em ­ 
bers of the M ethodist mission.

M ethodist institution it is no exagger­ 
ation to say that som ething like a 
panic prevails.
